INDUSTRIAL “AND. FINANGAL

DEPRESSION: NOT YET. PASSED 


The. political sit situation remains 
in abeyance as before, but the ap- 
proval on the part of the Privy 
Council of ‘the Ministry’s recom- 
mendation for the lasue of an Ur- 
gent Imparfal . .sdinance revising 
the Peace Maintenance Law has 
dispelled any immediate anxitty as 
to tho fate of the Government, and 
there is now a prospect of a poll- 
tical statue quo until the next ‘sea- 
sion of parliament. 

Commodity prices

It might seem. curious, Mr. 


‘| Fisher said, that a’ damp island in 


the Northern’ Sea should have 
played so great a-part in history, 
but the British climate, though 
we were accustomed to‘abuse it, 
had served us very, well, and 
might be regarded as one-of the 
most important factors in its suc- 
cess. Its size had also been a use~ 
Tul asset, for it was not go large 
as to overtax the capacities of a 
mediaeval monarchy, and conse- 
quently it enjoyed the blessings 
of an ordered Government many 


‘| centuries before they were im- 


parted to: France or Germany. 
Once organised, we had been able 
to resist invasion. 


Fishing had educated us in 


‘maritime habits and had led to 


discovery, colonisation, and naval 
power., We were in a moral sense 
the least insular people in Europe, 
We learned languages better than 
the Latin peoples. The custom of 
primogeniture, ‘which sent our 
younger sons abroad in search of 
fortune, no doubt helped to keep 
alive this restless and wandering 
spirit. We had helped ourselves 
liberally from the civilisation’ of 
other countries — our literature 
had been a great deal-more affect- 
ed by foreign influences than the 
literature of France. The profes- 


| sion of law. was organised very 


early in our history.. We were a 


| quarrelsome and litigious people. 


Foreigners regarded us as a na- 
tion of' portentous , hyprocrites, 
and attributed such success as we 
had attained to the successful 
eamouflage with which we had 
managed to conceal our multi- 
tudinous, perfidies. All that we 
could plead « in’ extenuation was 
that we had not the monopoly of 
hypocrites. We- had certainly 
tried to impart morality into the 
public life, $ ‘ 

Political liberty was probably 
the most important contribution 
which Britain had made_ to the 
art of government in the Western 
world.. We invented the Parlia- 
mentary system, and were not a 
little proud: of it, It had grown 
up in England partly because ‘we 
had preserved an effective moral 
middle class, which gave an, ele- 
ment of stability. The govern- 
ment of. the country, which had 
in effect been carried on by well- 
to-do families, showed within re- 
cent years -for the first time 
signs of passing into the control 
of another sccial. class, ‘but it 
was‘ reasonable to assume that 
the irruption of new men with 
new antecedents would produce 
no violent revolution.

\chargeable to the Chatham Guar-

lived in Chatham. The Chatham

Canterbury.—In_ the presence of 
1,000 guests Viscountess Milner laid 
the foundation stoné’. of the new 
building being erected at Milner 
Court, Sturry, for the accommoda- 
tion of the junior King’s School, 
Canterbury. 

* Milner Court and grounds, upon 
which the’ new school is being built 
at a’ cost of £52,000, was presented 
to the school by Lady Milner in 
memory of her husband. 
known as Sturry Court, it. appears 
to have belonged originally 
to “the Monastery of S.S. Peter and 
Paul,” better known, perhaps, as the 
Abbey of St, Augustine, which was 
founded by King Ethelbert; in A.D. 
605. There is a Domesday Record 
in 1080 relating to Sturry then be- 
ing held by the Abbot, . !
